The Washington-based Population Refer- 
ence Bureau says: “Over half of the world’s 2.4 
billion women are Asian; another 20 percent 
live in the less developed countries of Africa 
and Latin America. Globally nearly 50 percent 
of all women are of childbearing age and will 
probably have a total of three to four children.
